10 FIELD OF THE INVENTION 

This invention relates generally to microfluidic devices, and more specifically to a 
microfluidic device having ultraphobic fluid contact surfaces. 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

15 There has been much recent interest and effort directed to developing and using 

microfluidic devices. Microfluidic devices have already found useful application in printing 
devices and in so-called "lab-on-a-chip" devices, wherein complex chemical and biochemical 
reactions are carried out in microfluidic devices. The very small volumes of liquid needed for 
reactions in such a system enables increased reaction response time, low sample volume, and 

20 reduced reagent cost. It is anticipated that a myriad of further applications will become evident 
as the technology is refined and developed. 
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
